There is no need of getting unduly excited over 
the harbor situation here, as there are no ma- 
terial changes, except that the new government 
administration is cutting down every possible 
appropriation for improvements and other expendi- 
tures all that it consistently can, and that it 
should do, as public pressure is great upon tnem 
to do that very thing. (Congressman Curry is do- 
ing all that anybody can do for Richmond’s pro- 
ject, and if he had needed a local delegation to 
help him he would have said so. There is no 
doubt but what $100,000 will be set aside for our 
harbor project this session, and that is about all 
we could expect at this time under all the ex- 
isting circumstances. [Everybody is crying high 
taxes, yet we all desire that some other appropri- 
ation be cut down, and not the one we are per- 
sonally interested in. This is hardiy consistent. 
If we expend $200,000 upon our harbor this season 
that will be doing pretty well, and then next 
year we can do some more. The whole world 
was not built in a minute; it took even the Lord 
a whole week.

Also, many are complaining that 
Gambel and other factories do not get 
build and employ large forces of men in industry, 
but are unmindful of the fact that Standard Oil 
and every other hdustry is curtailing force in- 
stead of enlarging. and that that is true in every 
commounity of the United States and all over the 
world.

proper and good business, and not before. Those 
of you who scream so about others not starting 
new enterprises, should pause and take a second 
breath and ask yourselves what new enterprises 
you are starting. How many new houses are you 
building, and if none, why? The same general 
conditions which affects us all as individuals also 
smilarly affects all business, great or small, 
Richmond is all right, and its future assured, and 
times will brighten in due time, but we must 
not expect the whole world can be turned topsy- 
turvy and upside down and then everything right- 
ed again in a few days. or few months. It may 
take several years. and we will be lucky if it 
doesn’t.

It is about time that the men of Richmond 
were expressing themselves in no uncertain tones 
about the number of degenerates and perverts, 
always areong the foreign element, that are 
prowling around here and laying in ‘wait for wo- 
men and girls. Such hellhounds nearly always 
manage to escape justice in our courts by hiring 
slick lawyers and taking advantages of the many 
foo] technicalities of the law, which in some 
instances is apparently made to fit just such 
cases, One young girl had the clothes nearly all 
torn off her within a stone’s throw of our 
city hall not so long ago, and the criminal] es- 
caped. Another dear little girl between here and 
San Pablo only a few weeks ago was assaulted 
by one of these perverts, thrown on the ground, 
and only saved by the accidental coming along of 
a man. Still another attempt has just been pass- 
ed over on a technicality, lack of corroborative 
evidence, and so it goes. Ovér in San Francisco 
a miserable dog of this type stopped two girls 
a few evenings since on the street and sought to 
engage them in conversation, and upon their run- 
ning he shot one of them in the back, killing her 
instantly, and then escaped in the shrubbery of 
Buena Vista park. He has not been found, either. 
What are we men’ of family going to do? Stand 
for this sort of thing. or make a cleanup the 
next cpportunity? The exa:pe set by Santa 
Rosa is pretty drastic, but it is effective. 

On Easter Sunday we had occasion to go to a 
San Francisco hospital, and stopped at a florist 
to buy an Easter lilly--not a plant in a pot. but 
just one single stem, cut, and the florist asked 


a dollar apiece, for lillies in a country where 
they grow rank as weeds. Of all the profiteer- 
ing holdups, that is about the limit. 


The State Legislature cannot cut down the tax- 
ation of we poor buros whose backs are about 
proken with the load of taxation we are stagger- 
ing under, but on the contrary has added eight- 
teen million dollars per annum to that load, and 
if that is any less than a crime, then what is it? 
Anywhere they had a mind to look they could 
see where taxes could easily be reduced. by lop- 
ping off unnecessary expenses, but as an army 
of office-holders had a graft that this would in- 
terfere with, nothing could be, seen. Here is one 
little item: The State Board of Pharmacy alone 
paid out over $25,000 last year for the services 
of special attorneys, There isn’t a board or com- 
mission of the hundred or more but what has its 
flock of paid and spceial attorneys at high fre . 
thousands of dollars continually. all the time. 
year after year, and yet the general law machin- 
ery of the state is supposed to be, and is, ample 
to take care of all such business, which is what it 
is there for.
